Gardner today, while labor 
leaders planned to carry through 
their program in North Carolina's 
textile centers despite threats 
against their lives. 

Bill Dunne, secretary of the 
communist party in the United 
States, said international labor de- 
tense officers would hold a mass 
meeting in South Gastonia Satur- 
day. : 

Ben Weils, communist leader 
from England and organizer for 
the National Textile Workers’ 
Union, who was kidnaped with two 
other organizers and flogged Mon- 
day night by a mob of several 
hundred self-styled anti-commu- 
nists, said members of the mob 
told him that, if they found him 
or any other union organizer in 
Gaston County they would be rid- 
died with bullets. Wells, still ill 
trom the flogging, and the two 
ether organizers said they would 
return to Gastonia despite the 
threat. 

Governor's Instructions, 

Gov. Gardner and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dennis Bruinmitt conferred by 
telephone with Solicitor John G. 
Carpenter of the Superior Court 
district in which Gastonia, Bes- 
semer City and Charlotte, scenes 
of the mob activities, are located. 
The Governor instructed the. so- 
licitor to leave nothing undone to 
get at the bottom of the trouble 
and promised to do anything he 
could to assist. 

The Attorney-General held that 
a grand jury investigation could 
not be called without a special term 
of court in any one of the coun- 
ties. The law in Mecklenburg 
County (Charlotte) provides a six 
months’ grand jury, but the At- 
torney-General ruled it does not 
provide thut the presiding Judge 
can call the jury together at any 
time. He held it would have to 
be a special grand jury which only 
could be called at a special term 
of court and on 20 days’ notice. 

The same situation applies to 
Gaston County and it was said 
that to call a special term there 
would be a duplication of effort 
as the regular term of Gaston Su- 
rerior Court meets early in Octo- 
ber, 

Double Inquiry Started. 

Carpenter and City Attorney 
George Mason of Gastonia started 
individual investigations with a 
view to gathering material for 
erand jury action. Carpenter said 
that while he had found persons 
who said they could identify mem- 
bers of the mob, they had refused 
to give him the names. Mason 
was silent as to the results of his 
inquiry. 

Police of the three cities report- 
ed they had no complaint against 
any one, no arrests being made 
for raids On communist headquar- 
ters and destruction of literature. 

Wells, with C. M, Lell and C. B. 
Saylor was kidnaped from a Gas- 
tonia boarding house and taken to 
a place north of Concord. Wells 
was the only one flogged. They 
were registered at a Charlotte ho- 
tel today, but all said they intend- 
ed to return:to Gastonia. 

The three swore out affidavits 
in which they named severa)] per- 
sons who they said were in the 
procession of over 100 automobiles 
which preceded the mob activities 
and who were in the party that 
kidnaped them. All of the per- 
sons named denied the charges. 

Two Others Accused. 

Saylor also swore that Carpen- 
ter and A. L. Bulwinkle, former 
Congressman and an _ assistant 
prosecutor in the case of 16 union 
leaders and textile mill strikers ac- 
cused of killing Police Chief O.

This raid was 
led by the very forces that were 
behind the raid, June 7, and that 
are demanding the lives of the 13 
union organizers and members. 

“No protection is given to citi- 
zens whose lives are endangered 
by the police authorities, in fact.

ing on us. We stand ready to fight 
this suit and welcome the oppor- 
tunity to do so.” 

Judge Unaware of Settlement. 

Judge Hartmann said today he 
did not know of the dismissal of 
the suit or of Williams’ letter un- 
til the facts had been published in 
the Post-Dispatch, and that he 
had called the attorneys in the 
case to appear before him tomor- 
row morning and make an official 
record of the matter. He said ap- 
parently there was nothing illegal 
in the proceedings, as the filing of 
a motion of dismissal with the 
clerk, as was done in this case, 
is legal. 

The plaintiff company, which has 
offices in the Holland Building, is 
owned principally by Clark G. 
Hardeman, a lawyer. Its busincss 
is that of buying earned salaries 
at a discount, a method of advanc- 
ing money to persons regularly em- 
ployed in advance of pay day. 

The lawsuit resulted from a 
fight conducted against salary buy- 
ers by the Better Business Bureau, 
which the plaintiff alleged was 
supported and aided by the group 
of money lenders operating under 
the small loan law. Alleging con- 
spiracy and corruption of public 
officials, the plaintiff asked for 
actual damages of $100,000 and 
punitive damages of a like amount, 

Interest Rate Cut. 

While this suit was pending 
there were introduced in the Leg- 
islature several] bills to repeal the 
small loan law or to reduce the 
maximum interest rate allowed to 
be charged by licensed lenders, 
which was 3% per cent a month, 
or 42 per cent a year. These bills 
were the storm center of the ses- 
sion, with charges of corruption 
and lobbying flying back and 
forth. The outcome was the en- 
actment of an amendment reduc- 
ing the interest rate to 30 per cent 
a year and defining the buying of 
salaries in amount of $300 or less 
as money lending and putting such 
transactions under the jurisdiction 
of the small loan law. 

The corruption charges received 
the attention of the grand jury of 
Cole County to the extent of a per- 
functory inquiry, only one witness 
having been examined in that con- 
nection. Later Circuit Attorney 
Miller of St. Louis took notice of 
the charges and called several wit- 
nesses before the St. Louis grand 
jury. Thus far there have been no 
public developments of the local 
inquiry.

‘In December, 1913, Shearer put 
on an American revival called ‘The 
Fortune Teller’ at the Queen’r The- 
ater.

IRELAND WANTS — 
LEAGUE 10 CALL 
ARMS CONFERENCE 


Foreign Minister Says U. S. 
Proposal for Each Nation 
to Examine Own Conces- 
sions Is Keynote. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 11.—The League 
of Nations today was called on by 
the Irish Free State to convene a 
general disarmament conference of 
Powers. Yatrick McGilligan, For- 
eign Minister of the Saorstat Gev- 
ernment, 1iade the proposal. He 
expressed regret that 11 years after 
the close of the World War so lit- 
tle had been done to remove the 
weapons of war. 

The keynote to the solution of 
the problem of world disarmament, 
McGilligan said, was struck by the 
representative of the United States 
at the meeting of the Preparatory 


Disarmament Commission when he 
declared “the duty of each nation 
is to examine the question to see 
what concessions can be offered.” 

The Free State Foreign Minister 
insisted the problem is a political 
one and for that reason his Gov- 
ernment haa repeated its demand 
of last year that a conference be 
called in order to see what conces- 
sions can be made by al] parties. 

It was also reported today that 
Lord Cecil, on behalf of the British 
delegation, ‘vould introduce a res- 
olution urging the Preparatory 
Disarmament Commission to hur- 
ry with its work so that a general 
disarmament conference might be 
called at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Want Bank Under League. 

The International Bank, which 
is to be created as a means of 
handling the reparations under the 
Young plan, became a factor in 
the assembly yesterday. 

J. L. Mowinckel, Prime Minister 
and Minister of Foregn Affairs of 
Norway, insisted that the bank 
should be placed under the super- 
vision of the League. 

The Norwegian statesman cited 
Article 21 of the Covenant of the 
League whch provides that all in- 
ternational bureaus and commis- 
sions for regulation of matters of 
international interest, should be 
placed under the direction of the 
League. He argued that the pro- 
posed bank would deal with mat- 
ters outside the scope of the Young 
plan and that it could be made the 
means of.giving to-world com- 
merce and international finance 
important facilities which they 
have hitherto lacked.

The recent breakdown in the 
“sentlemen’s agreement” which 
had existed among big paving con- 
tractors for several years con- 
tinues to produce dividends for 


taxpayers, as indicated yesterday 
when unusually low bids on 11 
street paving projects were re- 
ceived by the Board of Public 
Service. 

The low bids totaled $136,531 as 
compared with city engineers’ es- 
timates of $182,700, a difference 
of $46,169, or more than 25 per 
cent. In the past when certain 
contractors bid only on asphalt 
projects and others limited them- 
selves to concrete and patented 
paving jobs, neither encroaching 
on the other's‘ territory, the im- 
provements generally cost more 
than the city‘s estimates. 

As reported by the Post-Dis- 
patch, the present tow bidding is 
attributed by City Hall observers 
to a desire for new business by 
some contractors and to a deter- 
mination by otherS to punish the 
interlopers by making the new 
business unprofitable. 

No Patented Materials, 

A further factor .n lowering the 
bids received yesterday was that 
none of the projects called for 
patented materials, warrenite bitu- 
lithic and amiesite. The Municipal 
Research Bureau, as told yesterday 
in the Post-Dispatch has conduct- 
ed a three-year campaigaoa against 
the use of patented pavements on 
the ground that they are more 
costly but no better than sheet as- 
phalt, and asserting that $600,000 
of taxpayers’ money has been 
wasted in the last six years on pat- 
ented pavements. 

The Asphalt Paving Co., or- 
ganized a Short time ago by a 
sroup of concrete contractors, 
Submitted bids on the asphalt jobs 
yesterday, but others were lower.

The 
latter sum is one-fifth of the street car company’s 
outstanding obligations. 

Twelve officers or directors of the bank held 21,132 
shares of the Public Service Co. common stock until 
the recent transfer, and about 7000 shares are still 
held in that group. Frank O. Watts, chairman of the 
bank’s board of directors, {s a director of the Public 
Service Co., and chairman of that company’s impor 
tant executive and finance committee. He trans- 
ferred 15,000 shares of Public Service Co. common 
stock to the holding company. Walter W. Smith, 
president of the bank, is also a director of the Pub- 
lic Service Co., and transferred 1000 shares to the 
holding company. 

It will be seen that the bank loaned money to the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., which included some of 
its own officers and directors, with which to buy the 
street car business, and loaned the holding company 
money with which to buy a controlling block of stock 
in that business, some of it from officers and direc- 
tors of the bank. In addition, Chairman Watts of 
the bank’s board personally holds the street car com- 
pany’s note for $50,000 for services rendered the re- 
organization committee. 

The bank’s directors and officers who transferred 
their street car company stock retain personal inter- 
est in the company through their holding company 
stock. They received $12.50 for each share of Public 
Service Co. common, which is the amount of cash 
they paid for it, and, in addition, three-fifths of one 
share of holding company stock.. 

It will be recalled that when Mr. Wells appeared 
before the State Legislature last April urging the pas- 
sage of the “terminable permits” bill, which the Leg- 
islature did pass but which Gov. Caulfield vetoed, he 
said the street car company had to have a new fran- 
chise in order to finance itself. He showed concern 
particularly about the company’s $34,000,000 bond is- 
sue, which matures in 1934. He told the Legislature 
the company could not refund the bonds at satisfac- 
tory rates with the franchise soon expiring, but with 
a “termfnable permit” that could be done. Today he 
says the company must have a new franchise if it is 
to make needed {mprovements to the extent of only 
$1,000,000. 

The Union Trust Co., of which Mr. Wells is a vice 
president, is trustee for the $34,000,000 bond issue. 
The First National Bank, which controls the trust 
company, holds as trustee $15,000,000 of those bonds 
as security for the $9,844,663 loaned to the street car 
company which seeks the franchise which Mr. Wells 
advocates. 

Mr. Wells cannot serve two masters. He is dis- 
qualified as public adviser on franchises or transpor- 
tation, and should resign from the transpértation sur- 
vey commission.

THE NEW FARMER-PACKER ALLIANCE. 

The spectacle of farm organizations joining the 
packing house interests in a plea for modification 
of the hard-won ‘“‘consent decree” of February, 1920, 
shows how attractive monopoly has become, or else 
how short the memory of man has grown. The con- 


sent decree, signed by the “Big Five” group of 
packers by order of the Supreme Court of the Dis- | 
trict of Columbia in the Wilson administration, was | 
a compromise growing out of the findings of the 
Federal Trade Commission, investigating the high 
cost of living and alleged food monopolies. It bound 
the packers not to operate retail meat stores, not 
to deal in groceries and commodities unrelated to- 
meat, and to give up their holdings in stockyards. 

This order was mild as compared with the evils 
exposed by the Commission, which the packers were 
never able to refute or impeach. The report said: 
“An approaching packer domination of all important 
foods in this country seems a certainty unless funda. 
mental action is taken te prevent it......They (the 
packers) threaten the freedom of the market of the 
country’s food industries.” 

Ten years ago the high cost of living was a fight- 
ing issue and monopolies still were viewed as pos- 
sessing evil potentialities. Now the scene has shifted, 
the forces are differently arrayed, and the farmer 


intercedes for the packers. The objective of the 
farm relief program to cut down marketing costs 
is the cue the packers have taken. They cite the 
efficiency of their organization for large-scale sell- 
ing, and point out how a nation-wide chain of 
packer-owned grocery stores would increase con- 
sumption of farm products. The American Farm 
Bureau Federation, following the lead of 20 or more 
livestock organizations, has gone on record in favor 
of modifying the consent decree, to allow the packers’ 
grocery chain to begin business. The matter has been 
presented to Attorney-General Mitchell, who will take 
it up with Mr. Hoover. | 

The scheme undoubtedly has its attractive phase 
from the angle of temporary farm relief, but the evils 
of extortion and profiteering likely to follow in its 
train are just as vicious as when they were exor- 
cised in 1920. Obviously the farmer can benefit most 
by selling his products on an open competitive mar- 
ket rather than to a giant monopoly. The Sherman 
antitrust law, under which the Department of Justice 
drew up a complaint against the packers 10 years 
ago, will be dead beyond resuscitation if the entering 
wedge of modifying the consent decree is permitted. 
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NOT SUCH AN OGRE. 

Judge John S. Bicknell of Columbia, Mo., became 
known among motorists as a veritable Judge Jeffreys 
when, on July 15, he sentenced Leonard Jansen of 
Webster Groves and J. Levinski of La Salle, Ill., to 
30 days in jail for reckless driving on Highway No. 
40. Jansen was charged with passing State High- 
way Patrolman Ralph Ward on the brow of a hill. 
Levinski was charged with having passed Ward’s 
automobile on a curve. Judge Bicknell commented, 
“The sentences ought to have been a year.” 

Following this comes a decision from Judge Bick- 
nell which will cause him to be regarded in another 
light. Woman motorists, at least, will regard him 
as a Lord Chesterfield and Sir Lancelot rolled into 
one. On the evening of Sept. 6 Miss Georgia Finley, 
being in a hurry, attempted to pass another auto- 
mobile on a curve on Highway No. 40. Patrolman 
Ward was again on the scene. Miss Finley was 
allowed to “tell it to the Judge” over the telephone. 
She was fined $10 and allowed to go on. Levinski 
and Jansen served four days of their sentences.

Thanks to the Hoover initiative, the Gib-

Well, Shiel doesn’t tell us, but 
he is no fool, and there is plenty 
of evidence to show that he knows 
what most social reformers never 
seem to know-—that the trouble 
with the world is in the level] of 
eonsciousness upon which all but 
a relative few of us human beings 
live. Until that level rises consid- 
erably, Shiel no doubt would con- 
tend, all the wisdom of all the 
seers can not save us from our 
folly.

Bichofsky, characterized by the 
United States Department of La- 
bor as one of the most dangerous 
criminals ever to enter this coun- 
try, asked to be released from El- 
lis Island in New York so he might 
return to California and press

against prison and prosecuting o!- 
ficers. 

. The Count charges that while 
serving a sentence on a bunko 
charge, Thomas A. Gannon, for- 
mer member of the State Prison 
Board, advised hi™ to pay out $16,- 
680 to satisfy the costs and verdict 
of an alleged civil action. 

In Los Angeles, Gannon declared 
that Sichofsky’s charges were an 
old story, and that none of the 
Count’s money ever was paid out 
except by prison Wardens acting 
under court Orders. 

Sichofsky’s charge that the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office in Los An- 
geles owed him $14,021 was in- 
vestigated and declared last night 
to have been without foundation. 
Tom O’Brien, chief investigator for 
the Los Angeles prosecutor, report- 
ed that this sum had been regular- 
ly accounted for by court judg- 
ments and checks signed by Sichof- 
sky.

LONDON, Sept. 11.—The Pre- 
mier’s secretary would not say 
definitely today whether Ramsay 
MacDonald would sail for. the 
United States on Sept. 28 on the 
Berengaria. He admitted that pro- 
visional arrangements had . been 
made, because if the Premeir de- 
cided to go at the last moment it 
would be necessary to have the 
reservations for himself and his 
daughter, Ishbel, made in advance 
because of the heavy tourist travel 
at this time of year. 

There is reason to believe that 
the United States is still hoping 
Britain will cut her cruiser strength 
below the figure of 340,000 tons 
which MacDonald has set as the 
minimum. Unless Britain makes 
further reductions it is probable 
Ambassad@r Dawes will tell Mac- 
Donald that the United States will 
have to build all 15 of the cruisers 
now authorized, and that American 
opinion would regard this as a 
relative failure in view of Hoover's 
insistence on not mere limitation 
but reduction. 

MacDonald is likely to reply to 
Dawes, if he has not already done 
so, that he has already driven the 
board of Admiralty to the verge of 
resignation and that to push re- 
duction too far would be to court 
disaster in Parllament and in the 


‘country. If the cruiser question 


remains unsettled beyond the first 
of next month MacDonald will not 
go because he is unwilling to per- 
mit Parliament to reassemble on 
Oct. 28 without his being on the 
front porch. 


MacDonald Does Not Think Con- 
versations Can Fail. 

DURHAM, England, Sept. 11.— 

Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald does not think the Anglo- 
American naval conversations can 
fail. He told a meeting in Miners’ 
Hall here last night the present 
discussions are conversations. “I 
do not think I can call them nego- 
tiations exactly, but we are pre- 
paring,’ he said. 
“We are not going to run like 
a bull at a hedge and then find 
when we have prepared the stage 
that we have begun without com- 
pletely understanding each other. I 
am optimistic, as I have always 
been, because the volume of world 
public opinion that is supporting 
both nations is so strong that I do 
not believe we can fail.” 

The Premier declared, “We are 
making no alliance with America.

“I will be optimistic. until the 
end, which is certainly not tn sight,

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COUNTY INAUGURATES 
NEW JURY SYSTEM 


Eligible List of 3000 to Be 
Kept Up-to-Date—Better 
Results Expected. 


A better type of juror and fewer 
failures to appear on venire On ac- 
count of death or removal are ex- 
pected as a result of a revision of 
the list of eligible jurors of St. 
Louis County, on which the Jury 
Commission Board is now working, 
and th. inauguration of a new 
system in maintaining the list. 

By virtue of a law passed by 
the last Legislature, counties are 
absolved from the requirements of 
keeping a list of all registered 
voters for jury service ,and_ re- 
quired only to hold available a 
minimum of 1000 and any amount 
above that figure that may appear 
advisable, 

The county board, made up of 
the four Circuit Judgés has decided 
that. a list of 3000 will be suf- 
ficient for its needs. 

“It is impossible to keep the lists 
up to date under the old system,” 
Circuit Judge Mulloy explained to- 
day. “We had approximately 80,- 
000 voters, of whom perhaps 40,- 
000 were men, and eligible for jury 
service, entirely too many to keep 
tab on. The result was that out 
of 150 veniremen called about half 
wowld be reported dead, or moved 
somewhere else. 

“But now we are able to select 
our 3000, a proportiqnate number 
trom each precinct, and be 
reusonably sure, by virtue of our 
own personal knowledge or that of 
our clerks, that the men are perm- 
anent residents and of a type cap- 
able of rendering good service. 

“To this list will be added what- 
ever non-registered men of voting 
age the judges or clerks believe to 
be eligible for service. The list is 
so small that we will always be able 
to give it our personal attention,’’ 

The new statute also requires an 
annual revision of the jury lst to 
take care of changing addresses 
and vacancies due to removal from 
the county or death.

“Naturally, the people read of 
arplane accidents in which appar- 
ently the pilot or the plane or 
someone els@ was at fault, and 
when they do not hear that some 
action has been taken to remedy 
the condition &nd discipline the of- 
fenders, the logical conclusion 
might be that nothing had been 
done.” 

H. B. Hersey, head of the Unit- 
ed States Weather Bureau hore, 
said the digaster should nive the 
effect of expanding Government 
weather reporting services. 

Hersey said that on the day of 
the crash, which resulted in eight 
deaths, weather maps had shown 
low pressure conditions “favorable 
for thunderstorms” over all of 
Arizona and the western -part of 
New Mexico. 

“The Weather Bureau should 
establish a sufficient number of 
stations pot only along every air 


‘route, but on both sides and along 


alternative routes, to reduce to a 
minimum the chances of another 
passenger plane crash,” Hersey 
said. “Passenger aviation has de- 
veloped so rapidly it has become 
impossible for the bureau to keep 
up with it. 

“Passenger air lines are doing 
all they can to provide adequate 
weather maps, but it is a. bigger 
job than that—a job comparable to 
the building of lighthouses along 
the coast, which is not left to 
steamship companies.”

“The general plan, briefly stat- 
ed, is this: Mysterious piratical in- 
vitations are sent out, summoning 
the’ boys to meet their old-time 
mate of the good _ ship, ‘Golden 
Hawk.’ When each boy arrives he 
will find his pirate outfit. Allow 
time for this, as it is a part of the 
entertainment. The boys are thcn 
given the chart which will lead 
them to the treasure. Armed with 
weapons, shovels, etc., they set 
out, following the directions on 
the map. They must not discover 
the treasure chest and the keg too 
quickly. After it is found, , the 
treasure should be divided and then 
the pirates can have their feast. 


“Now for the details of prepa- 
ration,” continues the “People’s 
Home Journal” article. “The pi- 
rate atmosphere should begin with 
the invitations. These can be 
printed in white ink on black pa- 
per which can be bought in shops 
that carry fancy papers, or with 
India ink on plain wrapping pa- 
per. Tear the paper so that it 
shall have a rough irregular edge, 
making each sheet big enough for 
a skull and cross-bones, the invi- 
tation and a rough map. The print- 
ing, too, should be irregular and 
give the effect of having been done 
by an illiterate person. The eén- 
velope may have a small skull and 
crossbones drawn on the point of 
the flap. 

“The position of the treasure be- 
ing decided upon, get a big piece 
of drawing paper and draw a map 
of the locality. Describe distances 
and landmarks in such a way that 
it can be actually followed. 

“The treasure chest requires a 
little contriving, unless you have

or’s sea-chest, or an old box hinged 
and strapped with iron bands. 
There are many sorts of old recep- 
tacles which will lend themselves 
to the idea, which, heavily roped, 
with perhaps a rough seal of red 
sealing wax, will give a piratical 
effect. 

“The costumes come next. The 
boys will array themselves at the 
house or at whatever point the 
party is to begin. Each boy’s head 
should be wrapped, turban fash- 
ion, in a black or colored “cloth. 
It may be topped with a black hat, 
but this is now necessary. Shirts 
must be turned in at the neck, or 
old torn sports shirts may be worn: 
a big cash of a bright color must 
be wound around the waist. Each 
boy should wear rubber boots with 
the tops turned down. And last, 
but not least, he should sport gilt 
hoops, in his ears. Black, grease 
paint will make a fierce mustache. 


“A rouge stick will give the ef- 
fect of ugly cuts and scars, and the 
dark Egyptian powder is quite ir- 
resistible in its effect. 


“For earrings, use big brass cur- 
tain rings. Tie a loop of cord on 
each one large enough to slip over 
the ear and do not let the ear- 
rings hang too low. 


“For headcloths buy cheesecloth 
in the most brilliant colors, or dye 
white cheesecloth in Turkey red, 
and in black. A 27-inch square, 
folded triangularly, makes a good 
shape for tying at the back, pirate 
fashion. Instead of folding it, you 
could cut it triangularly, making 
two pieces out of the square. 

“The treasure distributed, some 
one espies another cloth-wrapped 
treasure. On being opened, a 
cache of delicious food for the hun- 
gry is discovered. Glasses or pa- 
per cups and paper napkins should 
be stowed in this package,

N spite of our superior brains, 
| we human beings are obliged to 

be eternally vigilant lest the 
millions and millions of six-legged 
creatures of the earth carry blight 
to our crops and death to our cat- 
tle, and, worse, death and disease 
to ourselves. 

There is one tiny, and quite 
harmless-seeming insect, that even 
dictates the style of architecture 
of man’s buildings in some parts 
of the world. It is the termite, 
sometimes mistakenly called the 
“white ant.” 

Termites live and feed and breed 
only in warm climates, but wher- 
ever you find termites, you will 
find men rapping on the pillars 
of their homes to see whether the 
hollow echo indicates that these in- 
sects are already at their work of 
destruction. 

For no wood is safe from their 
greedy appetites. They tunnel into 
furniture and, telephone poles and 
the very foundations of one’s home, 
with hungry persistence and im- 
partial destructiveness. And wher- 
ever they To, the armies of the 
termites leave behind them only a 
hollow shell of table or leg or a 
mound of dust that was once a 
book. 

There is one good way to pre- 
vent a termite raid of one’s home, 
and that is to have every bit of 
wood in the house separated from 
the ground by cement or by some 
other termite-proof material. Poor 
people in the tropics generally have 
posts that support their houses 
standing in cans of oil or water 
to protect them from the ceratures 
that tunnel the ground and attack 
any wood that touches it. 

Termites, like ants, have very 80- 
cial lives, living in large colonies 
and building large nests. At the 
head of each colony is a royal pair, 
much larger than their subjects. 
These subjects are of the classes, 
workers and soldiers and winged 
ones. The queen proves her super- 
iority to the other termites by lay- 
ing as many as 60 eggs a minute 
as well as by her gigantic size. But 
the most interesting class in the 
colony are the winged termites, 
which have wings only for their
